The Department of Public Safety received your above-referenced request on June 28, 2011. Specifically, you 
requested "[t]he total amount of money spent to provide security to Gov. Rick Perry and any family members for 
each year that Perry has been governor, including amounts spent so far in 2011." Governor Perry in December 
2000. The Department maintains financial records for a period of three years after the fiscal year in which an 
expense is incurred. Accordingly, records for FY01-07 have already been purged from our systems and are no 
longer available. 

The Executive Protection Bureau, formerly the Governor Protective Detail, provides protection services to State 
elected officials, including Governor Perry and his family. In addition, EPB provides assistance to foreign, 
federal, and state law enforcement agencies that have requested assistance with protecting dignitaries traveling in 
Texas. Accordingly, the operating expenses provide below are not limited to those expenses incurred in 
providing security to Gov. Perry and his family. We are unable to separate out such information.
